to Mrs. Sickles, for which General Sickles 
killed him as he left the building. 

During the war William Seward oceupied 
the building and the room in which Mr. 
Blaine now lies is the same 
thut Paine entered and stabbed Seward in 
an attempt to murder him on his sick bed. 
Seward's son drove Paine from the build- 
ing after a serious fight in which both were 
wounded. After the war the building was 
occupied by the government as the commis- 
sary general's office. It was used for that 
purpose until Mr. Blaine refitted it for his 
residetice when the Harrison administra- 
tion chme in. During Mr. Blaine’s oceu- 
pancy of it it has met with one round of 
fatalities.

Suffering from Bright's Disease. 

All day long the life of James G. Blaine 
has bung trembling in the balance. For 
more than an hour in the forenoon, hope 
Was abundoned, and the end was momen- 
tarily expected by his physicians, family 
and friends. All simultation was thrown 
aside in the apparent imminent presence of 
death; the suppressed facts of his illness, 
long deuied, but now admitted to be Brights 
disease, occasional intervals of dilirium and 
long hours when he has lain incapable of 
speech or motion (as is now said was the 
ease when Cardinal Gibbons paid him his 
recent friendly call), these and other dis 
tressing features of his illness, all incidental 
to one overpowering organic trouble 
Brights disease—aggravated, as this has 
been, of late by a cold contracted while im- 
prudentally venturing out driving two 
weeks ago, and by malarial fever and con- 


- fronted by a constitution impaired by near- 


ly two years of continous sickness—all. these 
facts are now tactically admitted. 

The physicians assert there have not been 
any hemorrhages, as has been asserted, 
but this is almost the only alarming sug- 
gestion which is now. denied. 

The first crisis was reached between 10 
and 11 o’clock this morning, when a sinking 
spell set in from which the worst was fear- 
ed. His family was called around the bed- 
side and the physicians sent . uessenger af- 
ter messenger to the nearest drugstore 
with prescriptions requiring hasty . atten- 
tion.

Of late Mr. Blaine's physical condition 
has been such that he has at times given 
way to despondency. While manifesting no 
fear of death. Mr. Blaine has often said he 
did not want to die. “In fact,“ said an inti- 
mate friend of the family, Mr. Blaine has 
fought death with a sublime heroism. The 
world knows how ambitious he was, and 
also knows what he has accomplished in 
pursuit of his ambition. And yet he dies 
a disappointed and, as 1 was about to say, 
2 heart broken man. But that would per- 
haps been putting it too strong. I once heard 
him say that after all ambition was an 
ignis fatuis and that all the world was

The fireman on the frieght 
tells his story as follows: There was a 
heavy grade west of the station, and as the 
frieght with thirty-six loaded cars approach- 
ed the switch, the engine was shut off and 
brakes called for.

DESIRE TO STOP IT. 


he Drain on the Treasury for Gold for Ship- 
ment to Europe. 


Washington, December 18.— The continual 
drair ou the treasury for gold for ship- 
ment to Europe has led some treasury of- 
ficials to advocate a plan to stop the over- 
flow. Their plan is to refuse gold in ex- 
change for treasury notes issued under 
the bullion purchasing act of 1890. These 
notes are “redeemable” in either gold or 
silver at the option of the secretary of the 
treasury. There are $120,000,000 of them 
outstanding. It is learned that it is this 
class of money that is being presented 
largely at the subtreasury at New York 
and gold paid for it. These treasury notes 
are said to be paid largely in New Yor 
of which $346, 000 are outstanding re- 
deemable in gold, without the option, but 
£100,000,000 in gold is constantly kept on 
hand to redeem them and for the reason 
that holders can get gold for them when- 
ever gy, gs to, they are seldom pre- 
sented. ese notes are more generally 
distributed, it is said, than the treasury 
notes. The secretary of the treasury, how- 
ever, while he has listened to the sugges- 
tions of his subordinate officials, says he 
will not exercise the discretion vested in 
him and stop the payment of gold for treas- 
ury notes. e says he has sufficient gold 
on hand to meet all requirements. 


ERUPTION OF MAUNA LOA 


The Great Volcano Threatens the Destruction 
San Francisco, December 18.—Mauna Loa, 
the great volcano of Hawaii, is in ereption 
again and threatens the destruction of the 
villages of Hilo and Walcka at its eastern 
base, and extensive plantations of cocoanuts 
and cane. L. A. Thurston, a member of the 
Hawalian legislature and the late minister of 
the interior, who arrived here yesterday by 
the steamer Australia, brings the news of 
the overflow. It was contained in a letter 
to him from Hilo, and was brought to Hono- 
lulu on the steamer W. G. Hall and handed 
to him just before the Australia sailed. The 
steamer Hall left Kau Monday, December 
8th. For five days previous illuminations had 
been on a grand scale, and the whole country 
has been shaken by prodigious earthquakes. 
Even in the neighboring district of Kau there 
were heavy earthquakes and Mauna Loa, for 
u distance each way of more than sixty miles, 
threw a weird light over the ocean and all 
the country about. Earthquakes commenced 
on Friday — December 2d, and in- 
creased in force till evening, when the flames 
burst from Mauna Loa and grew in volume 
and increased in noise from that time on. 
It is feared that the entire village of Hilo, 
under the mountain, and the neighboring 
town of Waioko may be destrowed, and 
that the vast and valuable plantations sur- 
rounding them will be covered with lava. 


FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


An Endeavor to Be Made to Harmonize Con- 
flicting Bodies of Workmen. 
Philadelphia, December 17.—In the la- 
bor federation yesterday the president was 
instructed to visit the coming national con- 
ventions of machinists and endeavor to 
harmonize the two conflicting bodies, which 
are divided by recognition ef a color line 
in one of them. Resolutions were adopted 
recommending that the chiefs and superin- 
tendents of the government bureau be select-

But what gladiens me, and at the same 
time overwhelms me, is that those worlds 
are inhabited. The Bible says so, and what 
a small idea you must have of God and his 
dominion if you think it —5 extends 
across this chip of a world which you aud 
I now inhabit. Haye you taken this idea 
of all the other worlds being inhabited as 
human guess work? Read Ialah, 45th chap- 
ter, 18th verse: Thus saith the Lord that 
created the heavens, God himself that 
formed the earth, and made it; He hath 
established it, He created it not in vain. He 
formed it to be inhabited.” Now, if He in- 
habited the earth so that it would not be cre- 
in vain, would He make worlds hundreds 
and thousinds of times larger and not 
have them inhabited? Speaking of the 
inhabitants of the world, He says: The 
nations are as the drop of a bucket.” If 
all the inhabitants of the world are as a 
drop of a bucket, where are the other drops 
of the bucket? Again and again the Bible 
speaks of the host of heaven, and the word 
“host” means living creatures, not inert 
masses, und the expression “hosts of 
heaven” must mean inhabitants of other 
worlds. The psalmist cried out: The 
mercy is above the heavens.” If there were 
no inhabitants above the heavens, what use 
of any mercy? Again, the Bible exclaims: 
“Thy goodness is great above the heavens.” 
What could be the use of His goodness above 
the heavens if there were no inhabitants 
to enjoy it? Again, the Bible says: He has 
set thy glory above the heavens.” And here 
my text comes in with its idea of a man- 
sion Of many stories: “It is he that buildeth 
his stories in the heavens.” It is possible 
that we who live on the ground floor of this 
many-storied building are the only tenants, 
and that the larger rooms and the more 
gorgeously upholstered rooms and the more 
brilliant chandeliered rooms above it are 
uninhabited?, Besides this we are 
positively told the Bible that two 
other worlds are inhabited the world 
angelic and the world diabolic 
Those two worlds added to our own make 
it positive that three worlds are inhabited. 
Why then gr 4 with three worlds of living 
beings when there are not only millions but 
billions of worlds? Are they all standing 
like expensively furnished houses in time of 
financial panic marked “To Let” and no 
one to take them? All around us in this 
world we see economy of omnipotence. If 
Christ was going to feed the hungry seven 
thousand in the wilderness, he made use of 
the boy’s five loaves and two fishes, expend- 
ing no more Of creative power than was 
needed. “Waste not“ God hath written all 
over this world, and do you suppose that 
God would waste world material in our 
solar system to the amouut of what has 
been estimated as seven hundred trillion 
miles of solid contents and that only a small 
part as compared with other systems which 
go to make up this many storied mansion 
of the text, where it says: It is he that 
buildeth his stories in the heaven.” Did 
Professor Herschel and his sistar Catherine, 
in finding worlds find only worlds uninhabi- 
ted and a waste? Is Ceres, which Piozzi 
discovered in 1801, wasted? Is Vesta that 
Olber discovered in 1807, wasted? Is Pros- 
perine, which Professor Luther discovered 
in 1853, wasted? Is Urania. which Profes- 
sor Hind discovered in 1854. wasted? Is 
Pandora, discovered in 1858 by I'rofessor 
Searle, wasted? Are the fifteen thousand 
stars recorded in one year in the observa- 
tory at Washington, wasted? Is all 3 
the billionth part of the universe, wasted? 
My hearers, is it possible that God would 
run such a splendid passenger train or par- 
lor cars through the heavens and keep it 
running if there were no passengers? Judy¢- 
in’ from the extent of the universe, do you 
think God would put all his family on 
such limits as this world marks? Ifa 
king have a nalace of one hundred rooms 
will he put all his princes and princesses 
in one comparatively small room? As the 
highest happiness is in making others hap- 
py, is it not certain that God would occupy 
larger places than our small earth with be- 
ings capable if happiness? Besides this, 
why all the worlds furthest on and furthest 
up covered with light? What i the use of 
light if there ure no eyes of inhabitants to 
enjoy and employ that light? I admit that 
scientific exploration has discovered that. 
around many worlds there is an atmosphere 
in which lungs like ours could not breathe, 
and there are heats or colds that physiques 
like ours could not endure. But do you 
suppose that we have the only kind of lungs 
that God can make? Do our bodies exhaust 
divine ingenuity, and must he make all in- 
telligent creatures with our respiration or 
pulsation or mastication or digestion or hab- 
itude or not make them at all? Because or- 
ganisms like ours cannot live in Mercury or 
Saturn or Jupiter or the sun, we have no 
right to conclude that those globes are life- 
less. Without any telescope and without 
any observatory and without any astronom- 
ical calculation I know that the other worlds 
are inhabited because my Bible and my com- 
mon sense tell me so. It has been estimat- 
ed that in the worlds belonging to our solar 
system there is room for at least. twenty- 
five trillions of population. And I believe 
it is all occupied or will be occupied by in- 
telligent beings. God will not fill them 
with brutes. He would certainly put into 
those worlds beings intelligent enough to 
appreciate the architecture, the coloring, 
the grandeur, the bauty, the harmony of 
their surroundings. Yea, the inhabitants 
of those worlds have capacity of locomo- 
tion like ours, for they would ont have had 
such spacious opportunity for movement if 
they had not powers of motion. Yea, they 
have sight, else why the light, and hearing, 
else how get on with necessary language 
and how clear themselves from advancing 
perils. Yea, as God made our human race 
in His own image, He probably made the in- 
habitants of other worlds in His own image; 
in other words, it is as near demonstration 
as I care to have it, that while the inhabi- 
tants of other worlds have adaptation of 
bodily structure to the particular climate 
in which they dwell, there is yet similarity 
of mental and spiritual aracteristica 
among all the inhabitants of the universe of 
God. and made in his image they are made 
won y alike. 

Now, what should be the practical result 
of this discussion founded on scripture and 
common sense? It is first of all to enlarge 
our idea of God and so intensify our admir- 
ation and worship. Under such considera- 
tion, how much more graphic the Bible.ques- 
tion which seems to roll back the sleeve of 
the Almighty and say: Hast Thou an arm 
like God?’ The contemplation also encour- 
ages us with the thought that if God made 
all these worlds and populated them, it will 
not be very much of an undertaking for Him 


to make our little world over again, and re- 


construct the character of its populations as 

by grace they are to be 1 5 
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vice for all mankind when in 1839 Lord 
Rosse lifted on the lawn of his castle, eigh- 
ty miles from Dublin, a telescope that re- 
vealed worlds as fast as they could roll in, 
and that started an enthusiasm which this 
moment concenters the eyes of many of 
the most devout in all parts of the earth 
on celestial discovery. Thank God that we 
know where our own world is, bounded on 
ali sides by realms of glory instead of be- 
ing where Hesiod in his poetry described it 
to be, namely: Half way between heaven 
and hell, an anvill hurled out of heaven, 
taking ten days to strike the earth, and hurl- 
ed out of earth taking ten more days to 
strike perdition: 


From the high heaven a brazen anvil cast, 
Nine days and nights in rapid whirls would 


last; 

And reach the earth the tenth; whence strong- 
ly hurled, 

The same the passage to th’ infernal world. 


I thank God that we have found out that 
our world is not halfway between heaven 
and hell, but is in a sisterhood of light, 
and that this sisterhood joins all other sis- 
terhoods of worlds, moving round some 
great homestead, which is no doubt heaven, 
where is, and our departed Christian 
friends are, and we ourselves through par- 
doning mercy expect to become permanent 
residents, a 

Furthermore; I get now from all this an 


answer to the question which every iutelli- 


gent man and woman since the earth has 
stood has asked and received no answer. 
Why did God let sin and sorrow come into 
the world when he could have prevented 
them from coming? I wish revently to say 
I think I have found- the reason. To keep 
the universe loyal to a holy God, it was im- 
portant in some world somewhere to de- 
monstrate the gigantic disasters that would 
come upon any world that allowed sin to 
enter. Which world should it be? Well 
the smaller the world the better, for less 
numbers would suffer. So our world was 
selected. The stage was plenty large 
enough for the enactment of the tragedy. 
Enter on the stage sin, followed by murder, 
pain, theft, fraud, impurity, falsehood, mas- 
sacre, war and all the abominations and 
horrors and agonies of centuries. Although 
we kow comparatively little about the other 
worlds lest we become completely dissatis- 
fied with our own, no doubt the other worlds 
have heard and are now hearing all about 
this world in the awful ex- 
periment of sin which the human 
race has been making. In some way inter- 
stellar communication is open and all 
worlds, either by wing of flying spirits or 
by direct communication from God. are 
learning that disloyalty and disobedience 
doom and damn everything they touch, and 
the spectacle practically says to all other 
worlds: “Obey God, keep holy and stay in 
the orbit where you were intended to swing, 
or you will suffer that which that recreant 
world out yonder has been suffering for 
thousands of years. It is no longer to me 
a mystery to me why so small a world as 
ours was chosen for the tragedy. A chem- 
ist can demonstrate all the laws of earth 
and heaven in a small laboratory, ten feet 
by five and our world was not too small to 
demonstrate to the universe the awful chem- 
istry of unrighteousness, its explosive and 
riving and consuming power. I do not be- 
lieve that there is a world that has been 
in existence from the time when Copernicus 
the astronomer, knocked on the door of 
heaven, to the world that last week came 
within sight of the observatory at Green- 
wich, but has heard of our terrific terrestial 
experiment, and the awful object lesson 
has thrilled the multimillions of stellar p 
ulation, especially when they heard that ‘in 
order to arrest the disaster of centuries the 
World-maker and the World-starter and 
the World-upholder must give up his only 
son to assassination to expiate and restore 
and save the victims of the planetary ship- 
wreck. 

On the tower of Pharos, Egypt, a metal- 
lie mirror was raised which reflected all 
that occurred both on land and sea for a 
distance of three hundred miles, and so 
Egypt was informed of the coming of her 
enemies long before their arrival. By what 
process I know not, but in some way this 
ship of the struggling earth I think is mir- 
rored to distant worlds.

Trails 
of fire. Showers of fire. Some of the ap- 
pearances were larger than the full moon. 
All around the heavens explosion followed 
explosion. Sounds as well as sights. The 
air filled with wproar. All the luminaries 
of the sky seemed to have received march- 
ing orders. ‘The heavens ribbed and inter- 
laced and garlanded with meteoric display. 
From horizon to horizon verything in com- 
bustion and conflagration. Many a brain 
that night gave way. It was an awful 
strain on strongest nerves. Millions of 
people fell on their knees in prayer. Was 
the world ending. or was there some great 
event for which all heaven was illuminated? 
For eight momentous tours the phenomenon 
lasted. East, west, north, south, it looked 
as though the heavens were in maniac dis- 
orders.

I then opened the door, and it is 
difficult to say which excited me most, 
the awfulness of the scene or the distressed 
cries of the negroes.

Casting Saspicion on Their Party. 

When prominent democrats are discov- 
ered opposing an extra session of Congress 
on the ground that it will involve hasty 
and precipitate tariff legislation, what 
is the most natural conclusion for the pub- 
lic to draw? Let every democrat put this 
question to himself, and he will find that 
there is but one auswer to it. The nat- 
ural and inevitable conclusion is that the 
democrats who oppose an extra session on 
the grounds we have mentioned—and 
there are no other grounds—are stspi- 
cious of their party, are afraid to trust 
it, and are anxious to put off not only 
tariff legislation, but even the prepara- 
tions necessary thereto. 

All in all, it is an amazing spectacle, 
but the condition that gives rise to it 
seems to be one of the marks of modern 
democracy. As soon as the party marches 
boldly up the hill, some of the leaders 
betray a queer anxiety to march down 
again, so as not to alarm the country. 
Timidity takes the place of courage, and 
extreme nervousness palsies the hands of 
those who were bold to rashness before 
the people placed responsibilities on the 
party. We risk nothing in saying that the 
attitude of those who oppose an extra 
session are more damaging to the party 
than any legislative mistake is likely to 
be. ‘ 
“No party that is afraid to trust itself,” 
says The New York World, “can retain 
the trust of the people.” To give this 
axiom the proper emphasis it should be 
enlarged à little. No party that is afraid 
to trust itself deserves to retain the trust 
of the people. This is the whole truth 
in brief shape. It is a pity that in some 
democratic minds overwhelming success 
amounts to a threatening crisis that can 
be avoided only by postponing the work 
the party is pledged to do, and permitting 
a year or more to elapse before any ad- 
vantage is taken of victory save in the 
matter of filling the offices. 

The argument of those democrats who 
oppose an extra session is about this: 
“The tariff ought to be reformed, and 
that quickly, but we are afraid, if an 
extra session is called, that congress will 
do something rash and precipitate. Let's 
put the matter off for a year, and by that 
time our party will have sobered up.“ 
We doubt if any republican ever made a 
more insidious or a more sihister attack 
on the democratic party: For what must 
the effect be on the people who have ac- 
cepted and endorsed the pledges of reform 
made by the democrats? They have 
taken the party at its word, and have 
commissioned it to proceed with the work 
of reform. But what must be their feel- 
ings when they see democrats who have 
been making loud professions of reform 
suddenly shrink before the responsibilities 
they have coveted and endeavor to shirk 
the plain duties of their position? What 
must be the feelings of the people when 
they see democratic leaders and demo- 
cratic editors advertising to the world 
that they are afraid to trust their party, 
and they give emphsis to their suspicion 
and distrust by declaring that for the 
good of the country and for the welfare 
of its business interests it is best that 
even the preparations for tariff reform be 
postponed as long as possible. In the very 
hour of victory they give their party a 
black eye.

Damage Suits Against Raflroads. 

Among the bills passed during the clos- 
ing days of the legislature one of the most 
important was the act requiring all dam- 
age suits against railroads to be brought 
in the counties where the injuries were 
received. 

Under the old law most of the suits 
were brought in the courts of Fulton 
county as nearly all of the railroads had 
their general offices here. With our four 
superior and city courts and federal dis- 
tricts and circuit courts an immense vol 
ume of litigation has engaged the atten- 
tion of our judges, lawyers and citizens 
liable to jury duty all the year round. 
In fact, our busy courts have been re- 
garded as nuisances by many citizens 
whose occupations are of a nature whieh 
make it expensive and inconvenient to 
lose time in serving on juries séveral 
times a year. Jury service has heretofore 
been the nightmare of our business men. 
They have been afraid to make engage 
ments for the future on account of this 
annoyance. Undoubtedly, this sevil was 
greatly increased by the host of damage 
suits brought in this county against the 
railroads under the old law. 

The old system apparently made Atlan- 
ta the headquarters of all the forces and 
influences hostile to railroad interests, and 
injured our city in more ways than one. 
The new law is just and fait from every 
point of view. It is right that a damage 
suit should be tried in the county where 
the injury occurred, It is more ¢onven- 
lent to get all the testimony, and it is 
better to have local courts try the cases, 
instead of courts hundreds of miles away. 
The expense of these trials should be 
borne by the counties whose citizens are 
interested in the litigation. There was 
heither sense nor justice in forcing the 
citizens of Fulton county to be taxed to 
pay the expense of trying hundreds of 
eases that originated in remote counties. 

Altogether, this law is a much-needed re- 
form, and it will greatly relieve the over- 
burdened judges and jurors of our ¢ounty. 
How it will affect the lawyers is not a 
question demanding consideration. If it 
meets the requirements of justice and 
public policy nothing further should be 
desired. 


The South Needs More People. 

Time and again, when some new and 
important southern enterprise is suggest- 
ed, the point is made that it would not 
pay because we have too few people to 
support it. 

When we first advocated the policy of 
encouraging the immigration of certain 
classes of native Americans we felt con- 
fident that sooner or later the south would 
take hold of the idea, and carry it through 
successfully: Just now public interest in 
the southwest is being aroused, and it 
is more than likely that with the new 
year a determined effort will be made to 
organize state immigration associations on 
an efficient basis. The suggestion of The 
New Orleans Times Democrat in regard 
to a convention of southern governors to 
discuss the question has been favorably 
received, and the newspapers have taken 
the matter up in earnest. 

It is the general impression that our 
prospects are brighter than they have 
been since the war, and with the assur- 
ance of good government and the defeat 
of sectionalism most of the obstacles in 
the way of immigration are removed. 

If the railroad corporations of the west 
were powerful enough to fill up that re- 
gion with millions of white settlers, the 
southern states and their capitalists and 
men of enterprise are able to do as much 
for their own section by organized effort. 
We have said that the way to solve the 
race problem is to increase our white pop- 
ulation. When every community has five 
white families to one black family, the

Morgan, of Alabama, and his hostiliy to Fu- 
ropean governments— especially that of Great 
Rritain—are discussed by The Philadelphia 
Telegraph’s Washington correspondent, who 
goes on to say: “He is now one of the arbi- 
ters in the Behrring sea controversy, which 
will again be turned over to a Cleveland ad- 
ministration to be treated. During Cleve- 
land's former term Bayard took a position 
on this question directly opposite to that 
popular in congress, and that under which 
this country is now pressing our claims. Out 
of a difference of opinion on this question be- 
tween himself and Bayard, Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Porter’s resignation came about. 
Now Porter is spoken of as à possibility for 
secretary of state. Until Mr. Cleveland's sec- 
retary of state is known no one can predict 
what will be the policy of the ne wadminis- 
tration as to ttis seal question and towards 
Canada in general, but there is a probability 
that Mr. Morgan’s connection with the case 
will make our relations with Canada a mat- 
ter of ecodsiderable importance. Whatever 
the result of the arbitration may be, or what- 
ever the policy of the new administration, | 
he is sure to press for the adoption of a vig- 
orous, if not actual hostile, policy as to Can- 
ada.

For 
more an eighty years he had battled for 
the canse of truth and right and had always 
loved as the exponent of everything that was 
purifying and ennobling.

and Done—Governor Northen Has 
Signed All Bille.

got away yesterday. President Clay, Speaker 
Atkinson and a few members will have to 
remain here until the middle of the week to 
bring up business. 

For the first time in many years the govern- 
or kept up with the general assembly in sign- 
ing bills. He stayed: at the capitol all Satur- 
day, not even going to dinner. At 5 clock 
he had only one bill unsigned on his desk. 

That fight between the two branches was the 
talk yesterday. It was so stubborn and threat- 
ened such serious consequences. A special 
session would have incensed the people, when 
there could not have been a reasonable excuse 
offered. The senators felt that they were not 
to blame if the house refused_to*agree to their 
terms. They held out for letting the work of the 
finance committee stand for two years, while 
the house did not wish it to apply to more than 
one year, The senate took the position that 
the’ general appropriation and tax acts, might 
just as well stand for two years as one. And 
it was in this shape that the measures passed, 
after the most memorable contest ever known, 
perhaps, between the two bodies. 

There were many dramatic scenes that night. 
The house members were full of levity during 
the earlv hours of the night, but when the 
hands of the clocks approached 12 o’clock, 
the representatives changed from gay to 
grave. i 

Then the influence of strong men began to 
be apparent. Such men ds Major Bacon and 
Judge John I. Hall, and President Olay threw 
themselves into the breach and said that 
some amicable understanding must be reached. 
They had to deal with men who were out of 
humor on both sides. Both bodies hated to 
give way. After holding out all day, it was 
no easy matter to recede. And the senate 
would not have backed down. It felt that it 
was in the right and it was willing for the most 
important bills of the session to fail rather 
than to recede. Fiery speeches were made on 
both sides. Senator Persons voiced the sen- 
timent of the extreme members of the cham- 
ber. Being a small body the senate stood to- 
gether well. The influence had to be exerted 
on the house. 

The proposition for a Sunday morning sesion 
was not well received because it was foreseen 
that the people of the state would criticize it. 

The stopping of the clocks was both amus- 
ing and dramatic. The house clocks were 
brought to a standstill fifteen minutes before 
midnight. The senate made no attempt to 
stop its timepieces until five minutes of 12. 
Representative Osborn, of Chatham, took a 
long pole, and with the assistance of a senate 
attache, succeeded in getting one pendulum 
to cease oscillating, But the other clock was 
stubborn. Its door refused to open. A por- 
ter was sent off to get a ladder. In the mean- 
time the hands were creeping steadily toward 
Sunday morning. Finally a newspaper man 
found the open sesame. And it was just in 
time for another minute and the clock would 
have announced the midnight hour, when the 
situation would have taken new complications. 
No doubt at the next session, the house 
will try to repal the two years’ feature of the 
acts over which the deadlock oecurred. It 
will be hard to undo that, unless something 
develops in the meantime to show that there 
ig good reason for such action. If all this work 
does not have to be gone over again, the as- 
sembly will be in shape to do a great deal of 
business in a short time. 

The legislators reconvene October 25, 1893. 
The Moek Session. 

The mock session held by the house while 
~wiiting for the conference committee to 

straichten out things upon which the differ- 

ences between the two bodies hung was unique 
in every particular.

The resolution by Short, of Marion, 
that a committee be appointed to lay in 
food supplies for the winter and that the 
committee consist of Ham, Hall and Bacon, 
was a fair sample. 

Another resolution that was fired upon the 
clerk’s desk was that Mel Branch, the third 
party member from the county of Columbia, 
shall be required to go home and raise more 
cotton than hell. 

When Mel Branch was himself called to 
preside at the chair somebody moved that 
the third party be sat upon, when Mel ruled 
it out of order loudly exclaiming, 'the third 
party has already been sat upon for the past 
few months.“ 

Styles, of Liberty, was called to the chair, 
and as the colored member took the gavel he 
began in all seriousness to make a solemn 
speech thanking the great state of Georgia 
for the establishment of a school for the edu- 
cation of the colored youths of the state. He 
was interrupted by the other colored mem- 
ber, who moved that the committee of the 
whole house rise and report progress. This 
brought down the house. 

Hodge, of Pulaski, was singing master for 
the crowd and standing upon a high table he 
waved the boys down tw the proper time of 
his airs and kept things very lively for the 
time being.

When Inflicted, 
WILL CAUSE A MOONSHINER’S DEATH 


Sad Oe idition of One of the Cooks at 
tho Jail, Who Was Serving a 
Sentence for Moonshining. 


Dock Vaughn probably saw his mountain 
home for the last time when he was brought 
away from it two months ago in custody of 
a United States revenue official. 

As a result of a slight cut, inflicted on 
the forefinger of his left hand two weeks 
ago, he lies dying at the St. Joseph’s in- 
firmary from a badly aggravated case of 
blood poisoning. His life, has almost been 
despaired of, and his death at any time 
would not be a surprise. Nothing was 
thought of the cut at the time, but it became 
sore and irritated. In a few days after it 
was inflicted it became so serious that medi- 
cal aid had to be summoned. The cut 
grew worse, and two days ago Vaughn was 
removed from the Fulton county jail to 
St. Joseph’s infirmary. 

Vaughn is a stalwart moonshiner from 
the mountains. His home is in Franklin 
county. Two months ago he was found 
operating a distillery on a-branch near his 
home and the revenue officials got hold of 
him. He was arrested and breught to At- 
lanta. At his trial which occurred a few 
days ago he was sentenced to three months 
in the Fulton county jail. 

Vaughn is an honest appearing fellow, and 
won the confidence of the jailers. A few 
days after he was locked up he was given 
the privileges of a trusty, and was allowed 
the freedom of the prison, and jail office. 
A little later he was selected as one of the 
jail cooks. He had but a slight knowledge 
of the art culinary, but the cooking at the 
jail is always done by moonshiners and not 
a very high order of cuisine talent is re- 
guired.. 

One day last week while opening a can of 
oysters Vaughn’s left hand forefinger was 
slightly cut. The cut was so small that 
no attention wa paid to it. It was not 
deep, and bled but little. The 
mountaineer let it gs without so much as 
bandaging itup. The next day it was pain- 
ful. and seemed to be irritated. It contin- 
ued to grow -worse until it looked like a 
boil. It became ~- intensely painful and 
Vaughn was seized with fever. His pain 
was so great that lockjaw was feared. The 
cut grew worse rapidly, and w hen a physi- 
cian was called in blood poisoning had re- 
sulted. The moonsbiner’s suffering was 
something terrible. Day before yesterday 
he became so bad that it was thought best 
co send him to a hospital where he could 
receive the attention he needed. Since be- 
ing sent there Vaughn’s condition has not 
improved and the chances for his recovery 
are smaller than ever. He is being given 
every possible attention by the physicians at 
that institution. 

Vaughn's family has been notified of his 
condition, and some of his relatives have 
come to his bedside.
